The Woods Full of Men With “Big 
Schemes.“ 

Since the boom dropped out of this 
city land speculators have had a 
hard time ofit. They have worked 
every fake imaginable and in aimost 
every case they have failed to raise the 
wind. 

During the past eight or ten months 
they have been trying to work 
the railroad companies. Several 
of them have been kicked down two or 
three flights of stairs and have been 
abused in a most brutal manner. but 
they are well supplied with brass and 
a determination to succeed, and for 
that reason the railroad officials are 
becoming thoroughly disgusted. 

One railroad man, who hoids a high 
position, and who has been annoyed 
almost to death, said to a TimMEs re- 
porter yesterday: 

J am not anxious to goto jail for 
murder, but if these people with bi 
schemes do not keep away from me 1 
will not be responsible for my temper. 
I have stood their wild talk for several 
months past with a good grace, but 
something will happen if they don’t 
keep away from me. There are about 
six of them, and each one has a big 
scheme that he wants our company to 
take hold of at once. They have 
figures and everthing to show that 
millions of dollars can be cleared up 
in ¥ months if we will only stand 
in ie fellow, who has been to see 
me at least fifty times during the we 
six weeks, knows where there is a 
large tract of land that can be devel- 
oped. He wants us to help him sub- 
divide this land into tracts that are to 
be cultivated according to his ideas. 
He thinks some should be planted to 
corn, another tract set cut in olive 
trees, another in oranges, another in 
wheat, another in vegetables of various 
kinds, so that our company can have 
freight from the big farm at all seasons 
of the year. There are other cranks 
who come in to ask me what I think 
about developing a certain section of 
country. Others want to know 


whether I think this is a good time to 


buy lots in Los Angeles, and still 
others ask me if this is not a good 
time to go to Washington. Women 
come in and ask me about their chil- 
dren; what I think they should eat and 
what kind of training is best in case 
they become railroad men. oa 
‘One of the most persistent cranks 
who comes to my office is au ex-news - 
paper man of this city. He is the best 
talker I ever met, and if 1 did not 
know him so well I fear he might have 
talked me into putting some money 
into one of his schemes. I never 
struck such a place as this for men 
with big schemes, but the novelty of 
the thing has worn off, aud if they 
don’t let me alone there will be an ex- 
citing murder trial here before long.“

THE TRANSFIQURATION. 


An Arizonan Divine at the Temple— 
An Eloquent Discourse. | 
The congregation of Christ Church, 
worshiping in the Temple, Sunday 
listened to the Rev. R. W. Pearson, D. 
D., rector of Trinity Church, Phoenix, 
Ariz., Chaplain of the Legislature, 
who followed the Rey. T. W. Haskins 
in his work in Arizona. | 
Dr. Pearson speaks without notes 
with great rapidity, yet remarkable 
distinctness, and with a power of em- 
phasis that brings out each swiftly 
varying shade of meaning. He said: 
„Wo accept the story of the transfig- 
uration as strictly true and historically 
correct. It forms an integral part of 
the gospel history, and one, moreover 
from its position and uature, of specia 
and unique importance. A primary 
consideration is the place of the trans- 
figuration in the plan of the Messianic 
development. Great men are great 
problems. There have been but two 
original and originating’ men—Adam 
and Christ—all the rest of us are but 
bits of men. The second man was the 
Lord, from heaven, and furnished a 
fruitful and ever-enlarging theme of 
inquiry, stimulating the most diversi- 
fied discussion. Christ came to 
be the subject of universal research 
‘Who is this?’ in multitudinous 
forms dropped from ten thousand lips 
of an aroused and wondering people. 
With inimitable tact Jesus drew forth 
the memorable confession: ‘Thou 
art the Son of the God—the living 
God’—the recognition of His human- 
ity and divinity. Thought was thence- 
forth to center in, trust to rest 
— Himself. His works as a great 
philanthropist, His words as a wise 
moralist, were all to converge into the 
paramount question of His personal 
position, ‘Art thou He that should 
come, or do we look for another?’ 
Jesus had now utterly broken with the 
past; the future alone absorbed His 
soul. The Lord makes formal an- 
nouncement of His approaching death 
and resurrection. he surprise and 
deprecation of the apostles shows the 
necessity of this enterprise, whérein 
suffering and glorification are identi-

God's character so revealed in Christ 
is His standing message to mankind. 
The inherent quality, the mediator- 
ial dignity of Christ’s person, whence 
all He did and said and became should 
derive and owe its character, waited 
attestation. To die were ordinary; to 
die a martyr might be extraordinary 
and yet be wholly human. But could 
essential life suffer an eclipse; could 
the Son of the living God be allied 
with death? These were aspects of 
the great question which speedily 
brought men to the shoreless sea over 
whose bosom no white sail had ever 
floated. The divine response to earth’s 
expectancy was to come, in reiterated 
fullness and kindling effulgence. The 
divine Father was to certify the di- 
vine Son; Heaven at once to claim and 
attest its missionary Lord. This trans- 
figuration constitutes the most glori- 
ous and resplendent passage in the in- 
carnated lifeof God. What but the 
daily walk of the Doer of Good in the 
hospital of the world could present re- 
lief enough for so brilliant a display? 
There and then matter and spirit, the 
terrestrial and the celestial, the livin 
and the dead, the human and the di- 
vine in unparalleled concert combined, 
and on the holy mount honored Him 
who bore our griefs and carried our 
sorrows. The central point of Christ’s 
ublic ministry was attained.” Dr. 
earson then discussed the collateral 
circumstances of the transfiguration 
—when and where it occurred, and the 
typical and repregentative participants. 
He then reviewed the successive acts, 
dwelling much * those of the cen- 
tral. personage, Jesus. The imitable, 
He prayed, and the inimitable He 
transfigured Himself. All true beauty 
is the sacrament of goodness. IIe be- 
came outwardly glorious from inward 
communication with His Father. 
There remained a crowning element, 
a bright cloud overshadowed them 
and a voice commanded attention to 
Jesus, Reciprocal and _ rasponsive, 
the Son speaks, the Father answers. 
The incarnation of God, mystery of 
mysteries, the wonder of heaven and 
earth, each alike astonished at the 
union of both, the one. perpetual mira- 
cle of divine power and love.

The names of the election officers are 
then given, and the other provisions of 
law conformed to in the call as 
published. 

It is obvious from the language of

THE OUTLOOK FOR EUROPE. 


The latest telegraphic news from 
southeastern Europe is more than 
ominous. A lurid flash of lightning 
from a heavy bank of storm-charged 
cloud andthe rumble of distant thun- 
der are not a whit more indicative of 
a coming downpour. 

The overt movement of Montenegro 
and the disturbance on Turkey’s 
Asiatic frontier are well-known signs 
that Russia has begun to move. 

Subsidized by the Czar, Montenegro, 
led by her intrepid Prince Nicholas, 
opened the ball almost at this identi- 
cal date in 1876. Russia has most to 
gain and least to lose of any of the 
combatants in the coming struggle. 
Her policy for centuries has been one of 
stealthy, steady encroachment, both 
in Europe and Asia. The success 
which last time all but crowned ber 
traditional scheme of supplanting the 
“Sick Man“ has only deepened the in- 
tensity of her desire. 

Russia’s acquisition of Constantino- 
ple, and military control of Turkey in 
Europe, could not fail to involve con- 
sequences of prodigious magnitude. 
It would, in all probability, mean the 
extinction of Austria as a great 


power—probably her complete dissolu- 


tion. It would mean a speedy annex- 
ation to the Russian empire of the 
Sultan’s dominions in Asia. It would 
mean the power in the bands of the 
Czar to send a flying column at any 


the time down along the Syrian coast, 


threatening the Suez Canal and Eng- 
land’s shortest road to India. 

The sympathies of Germany are with 
Austria. Germany hopes eventually 
to serve herself heir to Austria’s 
northern or German-speaking prov- 
inces, and would prefer, if a change 
has to come, that her southern neigh- 
bor should occupy the ground be- 
tween the Danube and the Aizean Sea. 

France, who witha tenacity worthy 
ofabetter purpose keeps an almost 
single eye to the regaining of her lost 
territory and the resumption of her 
military status, is ready to grant Rus- 


sia a great deal more now than when 


she joined forces with England at the 
Crimea. For when Latin and Teuton 
aguin try conclusions a Russian army 
on Germany’s eastern frontier, even if 
it did no more than necessitate an 


equal German force to watch it, would 


be of immense aid to an enemy ad- 
vancing on her western flank. 

Italy and Greece in turn hope to get 
substantial pickings when Turkey is 
finally partitioned, and watch proceed- 
ings with a very lively interest. 

England, for the most part powerless 
to prevent hostilities, will likely en- 
deavor to stand aloof. Her main con- 
cern is with the after effects of a pos- 
sible Russian success, and preémi- 
nently how it would affect her inter- 
ésts in Asia. 

The whole European continent ap- 

pears to be verging toward a tremen- 
dous volcanic upheaval. The aspira- 
tions and interests of each country are 
vitally interlinked and ramified to an 
extent unique in history. 
The chances are that all the small 
weak powers Which have bobn existing 
on sufferance, will be overwhelmed in 
thevortex. The political map of 
Europe probably nears a reconstruc- 
tion. 

Once let the flames of war break out 
and the most astute politician will be 
at a loss to say how far the conflagra- 
tion mhy extend.

| explained the bill in its 
general provisions. It was proposed to 
forfeit and restore to the public do- 
main all public lands, wherever situ- 
ated, which had been granted in aid 
of construction, where the railroads 
had not been completed at this time. 
There had been thirty-seven railroads 
aided by acts of Congress, which were 
not completcd within the time fixed by 
Congress. The land of twelve ot these 
roads had been forfeited, comprisin 
nearly fifty million acres. That left 
twenty-five roads which had not been 
acted upon. Nine had been fully com- 
pleted. That left sixteen roads now 
uncompleted, and the House substitute 
recommended “the forfeiture of all 
lands lying opposite such portions of 
roads as are not now constructed. It 
was his opinion that no bill of a 
broader character than this could ever 
pass the Senate and become a law. A 
careful estimate was to the effect that 
the bill would restore seven million 
five hundred thousand acres to the 
public domain. 

Mr. Stone of Missouri took the posi- 
tion that_forfeiture should be made of 
all lands which had not been earned 
by the -railroads at the time fixed in 
the grantiog acts for the completion of 
the roads. The Northern Pacific road, 
he said, was most vitally interested in 
this measure. He quoted from speeches 
by Mr. Payson, in former Congresses, 
upholding the right of Congress to 
forfeit lands unearned at the time 
fixed by the granting acts, and he at- 
tacked that gentieman for what he de- 
clared was his change offront. The 
Speaker, Mr. Reed, in the Forty-sev- 
enth Congress, when chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, had reported 
that Congress had no power to forfeit 
an acre of the Northern Pacific grant. 
Since then Thomas B. Reed had been 
recognized as the friend and zealous 
companion of that great arrogant 
and corrupt corporation on the floor 
of the House. This corporation knew 
its friends, and it stood by them most 
loyally. It was an open secret that no 
influence has been more potential in 
the organization of the Heuse than 
that exerted by the Northern Pacific 
Railroad. The passage of the bill un- 
der consideration was a matter of first 
importance to this corporation. The 
bill would pase. The bosses must insist

Dremine (N. M.,) July 4—[To the 
Editor.of Toe Times.) Reading your 
editorial in your issue of July 2d, re- 
 ferring® to the case of the South Caro- 
lina farmer who fertilized his corn to 
produce 250 bushels to the acre, I was 
sorry tosee that you encourage the use 
of fertilizers to improve the soll.“ The 
planters of Virginia, North and South 
Carolina have ruined their lands by 
the use of fertilizers to enrich the man- 
ufacturers of the same at Baltimore. If 
the same farmer had planted that 
same land to corn the next year after 
getting two hundred and fifty bushels 
and had used no tertilizers, he would 
not have got twenty-tive bushels, and 
probably not five bushels. If the 
farmers of California follow your im- 
plied advice, you will have to send to 
some other section for samplestoexhibit 
at your Chamber of Commerce per- 
manent exhibit. From personal ob- 
servation I can say that fertilizers, not 
manures, have ruined some very fertile 
lands on the South Atlantic Coast, 
until now they cannot raise a crop 
without fertilizers, and often then the 
crop will not pay for fertilizers and 
work. 

On my saben visit to Los Angeles I 
was quite impressed with the value of 
your Chamber of Commerce perma- 
nent exhibit. It is a great thing for 
your section, and should be. more 
greatly upheld and atronized. 
I came to Los Angeles doubt- 
ing many things which I now believe, 
but with an investigating turn of mind, 
I required no guide to take me through 
the hall and examine the products 
from the various sections there repre- 
sented.

The Beauties of the City and 


AN VERY INTERESTING SKETCH. 


Some of the Prominent Features— 
Picturesque Surroundings- The 
Channel islands - Grand 
‘Mountain Scenery. 


In view of the meeting of the Ed- 
itorial Association at Santa Barbara 
today, the following extracts from & 
sketch of Santa Barbara county, pub- 
lished in Tur Tuns Annual, will be ot 
interest: 

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 

This famous county embraces some 
of the most picturesque regions of 
Southern California. It is infinitely 
diversified, with high and rugged 
mountain ranges, which are sometimes 
snow-capped, beneath which slumber 
peaceful, sunny valleys, where grow 
the orange and the palm, the olive and 
the fig, and all the wide range of sem!- 
tropical and temperate clime fruits. 
Into the very heart of these Alp- 
like ranges run also the wooded 
cafions,, pulsed by running streams, 
which rush on in leaping waterfalls, or 
through fragrant, tangled ways, and 
green stretches of open field, until they 
make their way to the sea. 

The Santa Ynez range is a great 
wall uplift between the sea slope and 
the broader pastoral valleys which lie 
beyond it u its northern side—val- 
leys with their thousands of acres of 
wheatfields and large stock rauchos, 
where bands of 8 lind pasturage 
and cattle dot the hillsides and plains 
fat with the abundance of clover and 
succulent grasses. Vast in extent 
and various in its productions is this 
garden county ot the coast, where the 
old and the new life mingles, and the 
march of progress is seen. Side by 
side stand often the old adobe, built 
of sunburnt bricks, the remnant of a 
vanishing people, and the pretentious 
mansion of modern architecture, which 
marks the presence of a new civiliza- 
—— and the progress of westward em- 
pire. 


The city of Santa Barbara is the 
chief town of the county, as well as its 
capital. Approached from the sea, it 
presents a charming picture. Lying 
upon a sunny slope fronting its south- 
ern gateway to the Pacific, nestled 
amid innumerable shade trees; fair 
with fragrant gardens, guarded on 
either side by low, rounded hills, with 
their swaying emeralds of century-old 
oaks; with a background upon the 
right of lofty mountains, and upon the 
left the shining blue of the channel's 
waters, that stretch away to the 
mountuined isles which touch the hori- 


hills, about two miles back from the 
white sands of tha beach, rise the gray 
walls of the Old Mission, the most 
rominent landmark of the city. In 
ts square old towers hang the mission 
bells, whose echoes for a hundred 
years have crept the valley through, 
and sent their evening chimes sound- 
ing across the waters. 
In some of the older portions of the 
town the ancient adobes still linger, and 
behind their high, blind walls are beau-

Santa Barbara is a * ok schools 
and churches, and the fame of her 
hostelries has traversed the continent. 
She bas numerous beautiful and pre- 
tentious homes, surrounded by an at- 
mosphere of fragrance. The gardens 
of the city are the marvel of the coast. 
The presen population is estimated at 
about eight thousand. 

Six miles from the city of Santa 
Barbara, at the head of a wild and 
picturesque cafion, fourteen hundred 
feat above sea level, are her miperal 
hot springs. Here are ample accom- 
modations for visitors, in a pleasant 
home, among whose surrounding rocks 
and crags the wild eagle might build 
ber nest and rear her young amid the 

r silences, and where tho bear, in a 
rare mood of sociability, occasionally 
looks in at the open door, but makes 
off at the slightest approach to famil- 
iarity. The scenery at this point is 
wild and alp-like, and to seaward the 
perspective is limited only by the limit 
of vision. 

Three miles from Santa Barbara, at 
the base of the Santa K nez Mountains, 
stretches the beautiful, orchard- 
crowned and vyineyard-clad valley of 
the Montecito, with its elegant suburb- 
an homes, cultivated gardens and 
fields, wooded copses and vine-grown 
tangles. Here you find bits of prime- 
val wildness upon the enchanted bor- 
ders of highest cultivation. 

Further down the coast is the bosky 
and fertile valley of the Carpinteria. 
Withip its limits are extensive fruit 
orchards, where every variety of semi- 
tropical and temperate-clime fruits is 
successfully raised. This valley, like 
that of the Montecito, is well timbered 
with a megnificent growth of native 


are being rapidly planted elegant 
homes, surrounded by blooming gar- 
dens aud billowy acres of grass and 
rain. 

All along the coast are numerous 
side valleys, redolent with fragrance, 
and in whose sheltered deeps the fig, 
the olive and all citrus fruits are nour- 
ished, and whose rippling brooks, 
flecked with the eternal sunshine, run 
to the sea.

From Santa Barbara many delightful 
trips may be made, than which there is 
none more enjoyable, perhaps. tran 
the ride to and through Gaviota Pass, 
thirty-six miles along the coast to the 
westward. 

The drive is near the shore, with the 
blue ocean waters on the left, and the 
grand uplift of bare and rugged moun- 
tains ou the right. At their base are 


beautifully-wooded cafions, and cov- 
ered at this season by lush and lust; 
grasses. The road lies over the table- 
lands, or dips down the high walls of 
the cafions, only to climb their oppo- 
site sides to other table-lands beyond. 

The Gayiota Pass is a mighty break 
in the sierra, through which Nature 
has riyen and tunnelled for herself a 
pathway to the sea.

Yesterday, 


HUMAN NATURE DISCUSSED 


Mrs. Stetson Lectures Beforea Large 
Audlence— Some Things She 
Said—Social Purity and 
Christian Scientists. 


Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson lec- 
tured last night before the Nationalist 
Club in the Universalist Church on 
Human Nature.” A large audience 
was treated to a very able presentation 
of the subject. Brief extracts from 
the lecture follow: 

After an entertaining introduction 
Mrs. Stetson said: They say that our 
social conditions are the result of 
human nature, and that human nature 
is unchangeable. Now, I wish to as- 
sert that human nature is the result of 
social conditions far more than the 
conditions are the result of the nature. 

. « There is a difference between 
man and his lower brothers. They find 
their conditions and live accordingly. 
He makes his—at least a large part of 
them, and therein is the only hope of 
the prophet and preacher... . 
Natural conditions work upon the 
other animals—they work through 
man. Because of our power of com- 
munication in the present, by which 
each can take advantage of the expe- 
rience of all; because of our power of 
communication with the past, by which 
we can take advantage of the experi- 
ence of all those who went before; be- 
cause of our power to make things, to 
create, to produce,to embody ideas, 
we stand alone, above in a place apart. 
We create conditions and they react 
upon uus. We find in man the 
great preponderance of his nature ac- 
counted for, not by his natural en- 
vironment, but by his human en- 
vironment. He is what he is because 
of what he has done. The animals 
take from the outer world; man adds 


it. 

“Instinct, ‘mind you, is the result of 
habit, not habit of instinct. It is the 
transmitted effect of repeated actions, 
and can be changed like every other 
form of life. Look at the instinct of 
the wild dog and the instinct of the 
tame dog. Who gave the dog what 
we now call his ‘nature’—faithful, 
obedient, self-sacrificing? Why, we 
did. The wild dog is not faithful, 
obedient and a We have 
developed those instincts by making 
the creature perform those actions 
whose repetition formed the instinct. 

uman nature is the nature of 

mio as as distinguished from the other 
mals. And this blind folly of sub- 
mission and heipless acceptance, this 
dull clamor that we are what we are 
and cannothelp it, this pitiful exist- 
ence of disease and crime is not from 


Jour human nature, but from that eld 


foundation of common nature, which 
we share with the beasts, yes and the 
vegetables 

“It is nerve force and not muscle 
force that makes superiority; and 
again, it is not until the food supply is 
conquered, not until the lower needs 
of life become easily satisfied, that 
nerve force has time or room to grow.”’ 
The speaker then brietly summed up 
the argument of the lecture thus: 

As long as animals eat gruss and 
leaves and bark and shoots, it takes all 
their ene: to get their food and to 
digest it. k at the seven stomachs 
of a cow; and look at her endless chew- 
ing. It takes all her strength to get 
her food, and all her food to get her 
strength. Look at the lions and tigers. 
They spend half their time oe 
then eat to repletion, then sleep ti i 
hunger sends them hunting again. 
The pressure of their necessity makes 
them smart to get their own food, but 
that’s all; their stren is used up in 
the process. But look at the animals 
that eat fruit. That is the beginning 
of superior intelligence. When you 
get rich, concentrated food and get it 
easily, you have some time and 
strength to play in—to do things that 

ou do not have to do—to discover and 
nvent and grow. Squirrels, parrots, 
monkeys — see how alert and clever 
they are, and how they frisk and play 
and enjoy life. When the lower 
wants of life are satisfied, then the 
higher ones clamor for experience and 
satisfaction, and get it. Not 
until we as a race have conquered our 
food supply, have mastered the neces- 
sities of existence, can we even keep 
our place in creation, to say nothing 
ot advance. 

In conclusion, after referring to 
Nationalism as a remedy for many of 
the existing social evils, Mrs. Stetson 
said: The time is coming, and coming 
fast, when men and men shall be 
friends together and blush for shame 
at the cut-throat folly of the past. 
And men and women shall be friends 
together, and what joy beyond all 
shame will fill us then. Then we shall 
know what human nature is. Then 
indeed the lion shall lie down with the 


lamb, and a little child shall lead); 


them. Then we can praise instead of 
pray, and thank the underlying, all- 
embracing good that His will is done 
on earth as it is done in heaven.“
